He was
assigned to the X-Ray Department at the hours he had desired, working in the
janitorial services. He noted a number of difficulties he had and alleged partialj
ity, and abuse to the point he became ill and physically damaged. Mr, Broadnax
gave examples that he was being treated unfairly. He had asked that the Executive
Housekeeper be removed, and others.

City Manager Davidson had distributed a report which contained the details
and the dates that he experienced the problems he described. Mr. Broadnax had
gone through the channels and eleven city personnel and division heads had tried
to meet with Mr. Broadnax to understand his problem and to check into the discrep-
ancies he had told them about, He stated the personnel had tried to help Mr.
Broadnax, but it did not work out,.

The City Manager and Deputy City Manager had gone inte this matter thorough
ly and found no fault with any of the persomnel that had dealt with Mr. Broadnax. '
Mr. Bill Stewart, Human Relations Director, had made a full study of this particuls
case and the report is complete and absolute, and it appeared there was nothing
else that the Council could do.

City Manager Davidson pointed out that numerous people spent many hours on
this case; the Council likewise has spent much time in reviewing the reports and
discussing the matter, even though this is a matter out of the Council's juris-
diction, but it was concerned and interested.

Councilman Handcox appreciated Mr., Broadnax coming before the Council,
even though matters such as these are under the City Manager's authority. Mr.
Bill Stewart, Human Relations, had found no grievance, and at this time, there is
nothing the Council could do.
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Mr. Broadnax thanked the Council, stating he would try to recover some
way wherein he was abused.

CENTRAL TEXAS MEDICAL FOUNDATION

Dr, Thomas D. Kirksey representing the Central Texas Medical Foundation,
filed a copy of their narrative regarding the emergency room and medical educa-
tional program for Brackenridge Hospital and the City of Austin. He said the i
Central Texas Medical Foundation represents the Travis County Medical Society. He;
reviewed the organization, and by employing physicians through the Central Texas
Medical Foundation, they are employed by physicians and have direct relationship
to Travis County Medical Society. The responsibility is with the Travis County
Medical Society and the Central Texas Medical Foundation. He described the
educational training through the education program. Dr. Kirksey cutlined the
number of trained staff necessary, Councilman Friedman toock note that $200,000 to[
$250,000 annually would be needed to cover these services, emergency room, and 3
the educational branches. Dr. Kirksey stated for the remainder of October 1973, |
they were talking about $83,000 for the Emergency room, and Medical education !

about $61,000. Councilman Handcox had concern over the costs to the City, and

Dr. Kirksey listed their accounts, ending up with about $100,000 a year, in the
emergency room. For the remalnder of the fiscal year, 1973, the Medical education
program totalled $261,000; on an annual basis $596,000. The Council members
reviewed this program in great depth. City Manager Davidson suggested that a
presentation by the Hospital Administrator be made on the following week, and get
the pros and cons. Mayor Butler asked that the City Manager furnish the members a
copy of the budget today or the next week,

TELEPHONE COMPANY STATUS REPORT

Mr. Barr McClellan appeared for Southwestern Bell Telephone Company, to
provide a status report regarding developments since their last appearance.
Although no final agreement had been reached with the Cilty Attorney, progress was
being made, and it was the intention of the Company to continue to work on the
remaining details, The City Attorney did not make any recommendation at this time)
After some discussion, Mayor Pro Tem Love thanked the Telephone Company for the
time they are spending on this, and hoped it would be resolved soon.
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"NO-FARE" TRANSIT

Mr. Guy Herman of the Citizens for No-Fare Transit, brought up the subjecﬂ
of a pre-paid no-fare transit system. He compared the present Austin transit
system with the Transportation Enterprises, Inc., system, which is presently run
for University students on a pre-paid basis, and pointed ocut that the TLI system
was running at double the capacity of the Austin system and at shorter intervals
between buses.

As to the question of subsidizing a public transit system, Mr. Herman
pointed out that the private automobile is heavily subsldized by the Federal and
For the retailer, more people would be able to shop, not having any parking
problems. Also there are many people in Austin who do not have cars, and a pre- |

State governments through the highways, traffic control systems, and highway patroﬂ

paid system would provide them with the means to go to work, particularly in the
low~income areas, and the elderly.

There are several ways to finance this system. One would be out of the
general revenue fund; another way, an auto-tax surcharge; or the possibility of a
utility surcharge, With a 3% utility surcharge, revenue of $1,433,489 would be :
generated, and would cover the cost of the system for one year, which is $1,292,00
It was proposed to integrate the shuttle bus system with the Austin public trans~
portation system at some time, and questions had been raised by the University.
Mr. Herman suggested a Citizens Transportation Board be set up by the Council, to
advise on policy decisions.

Mr. Cecil Barnes, financial secretary of Local 1091, which drives the
City fleet, concurred with Mr. Herman on the feasibility of a no-fare system, and |
also on having a Transportation Board. He noted there was a Federal grant |
available for this sort of project. |

Councilman Friedman suggested that the City Manager meet with the Traffic
and Transportation Director and give the Council ideas as to the suggested
Citizens' Public Transportation Board, and see if something can be worked out, and
come back in two weeks, if possible.

HISTORIC ZONING DISTRICT

At the present time the City Attorney presented a resolution to set up an
ad hoc committee to work toward preserving historic points of interest within the
City. The committee would be made up of representatives of organizations active
in historic preservation, and would be appointed to work with the City Council
and administration to develop a program of historic preservation. An inventory
of significant structures and areas would be evaluated. The administration would
establish the language for a new chapter in the City Code, and for amendments to
the zoning ordinance. Councilman Lebermann ewplained that rather than bringing

input by the several groups menticoned in the resolution, and then the ordinance
could be carefully drawn.

Councilman Lebermann moved the Council adopt a resolution to set up an ad
hoc committee for historic zoning district. The motion, seconded by Councilman
Friedman, carried by the following vote:

INSURANCE POLICIES - CITY VEHICLES

This was placed on the Agenda at Councilman Friedman's request, and con- !
cerns insurance of drivers of City owned vehicles, TIn specified cases, like the ]
Austin Police Department and the Sanmitation Department, it may be necessary to :
require all employees to have this insurance before they are allowed to drive a
City vehicle. The City has agreed to reimburse anyone who gets this insurance ¢
rider on their own or will be willing to obtain it for the individual. The City ﬂ
Manager should get with the various department heads and make sure all City i
employees have access to this coverage and are indeed covered, Councilman Friedmat
believed this would be a boost to employees' morale to know that they are protecteq.

Mayor Butler noted that some companies will not write this coverage and
that employees have to pay up to §$16 for it. So, just paying the premium is not
solving the whole problem. Councilman Friedman mentioned that a few years ago it
was suggested that a fleet poliey be taken out to cover all employees. The City |
Attorney noted that in 1968 or 1969, the premiums for this were about $100,000 and;
the losses were about $40,000 or $50,000. There was a legal question that in
regards to policemen, for example, the City would be required to plead immunity,
and the insurance coverers on this would also plead immunity. It was coverage for|
|the other cars that were involved rather than the City-owned vehicles. The City !
Attorney stated that claims could be paid only on a legal basis. Otherwise 1t
would be a gift of public funds where the City doesn't legally owe any money.

The City Manager will look into this, and also to the offer of advice by
the Austin Association of Insurance Agents who can provide the kind of expertise
needed in certain areas.
